Interesting Account of the Tarions Raem 


On* Meets ta Bnnnoi Ayres. 


Argentina is the cream of South Tem- 


perate America. It stretchea (trough 
thirty degrees of latitude a distance ol 
2,300 miles, with an average width of 
more than 500 miles, covering a plat 
of 1,200,000 square miles. Spread this 
field oat over the United States and it 
will cover all the territory east of the 
Mississippi river, and have enough left 
to carpet England, Wales, Ireland and 
Scotland, and the German empire. It 
could newly house a second protestant- 
ism. 


Walking through the capital—Buenos 


Ayres—one can easily imagine himself 
in almost any city ot sourthern Europe. 
Most of the languages of southern 
Europe are falling upon his ear. One 
can hardly enter a store without having 
goods ofl'ei'ed in four or five languages, 
till one is found that will best fit the 
customer. German was usually tried 
on me first. In the hotels every tongue 
is ^spoken about one except English, 
ana1 that also in a few of the best 
hotels, but little English is needed. 
One often hears in a group of six 01 
eight pei sons conversation in Spanish, 
Italian, French, Portuguese, German, 
with occasional English. While much 
of the business is in the hands of Eng- 
lish-speaking people, they have taken 
up the languages of the country to 
reach the people, wliolcarn the kindred 
languages of the south of Europe but 
seldom learn English. One meets edu- 
cated people who handle the English 
with great success, but these are the 
exceptions. There is a saying down 
hero that "the English and North 
Americans gel on so well in 
life 


because they learned the English; after 
English, nothing is difficult. 


Th« 3,250,000 that make up the 
aggregate of the population of the 
Argentine Republic, are distributed 
as to origin in the following pro- 
portion: Argentines (not including 
tha children of foreigners), 67 per 
cent.; Italians, 12per cent.; Spanish, 6 
J>er cent.; French S percent.; English, 
2per cent.; Germans and Swiss, 2 per 
cent.; all others, 6 per cent. 
These 


fgares will indicate wh*t changes are 
to be wrought before English becomes 
the language of the country. The 
largest and most powerful English 
colony of the world is in this city of 
Buenos Ayies. It does much of the 
business, and publishes two daily news- 
papers, with an aggregate circulation 
of less than 3,000. On oar journey to 
Paraguay we found not one person able 
to speak English, though onr steamer 
was crowded with shifting passengers. 
Two lads returning to college in Corri- 
entes said they had studied English 
three years. 
Wnon we asked them 


what they had read in English they re- 
plied, after considerable choking and 
twistmgof the throat: "Check Spec," 
by which they meant Shakespeare. 
That was the only English they could 
speak, and they were unable to under- 
stand 
a single word. 
The little 


Spanish community in New York, 
with its Spanish paper, will make 
North America Spanish as soon as the 
English community here will make 
South America English. 


Reckoning the children born in Ar- 


gentina as natives—and there is no 
reason for not so reckoning thorn— 
there are 17 per cent, of foreigners in 
the population, as compared with 13 
per cent, in the United States, 8 per 
cent, in Switzerland, 3 per cent, in 
Brazil, 2 per cent, in Chili and France, 
and 1 per cent in England. Immigra- 
tion is rapidly increasing. In 1860 
there arrived 5^656 immigrants; in 
1865, 11,767; in 1870. 39,667; in 1875, 
42,066; in 1880, 41,618; in 1883, 68,200; 
in 1884, 71,400; in 1886 the returns, not 
yet published, are expected to reach 
100,000. These immigrants taken to- 
gether for ten years show Italians, 70 
per cent.; Spaniards, 10 per cent.; 
French, 10 per cent; German and 
Swiss 4 per cent.; English 2 per cent.; 
others 4 per cent. Among the for- 
eigners the birth-rate is higher and the 
death-rate less than among the natives. 
These facts indicate a tendency toward 
a change in the character of the people 
of this country.—Bishop Fowler, in 
Chicago News.

The only real evil of 
this kind a lad BO placed must neces- 
sarily Buffer from is a certain want ol 
freedom in choosing companions, which 
is nearly unavoidable, which slightly 
closes the heart, and which is, we 
fancy, one cause of that incapacity for 
friendship which close observers have 
reckoned among the faults .of Kings. 
They choose favorites, and not friends; 
and the difficulty of finding equals, 01 
men who feel themselves their equals, 
is not the only reason for that failure. 
Other boys brought up in too protected 
& life show precisely the game peculiar- 
ity, 
a want of belief ifi the friendship 


of which they hare no experience—the 
friendship, that is, in which there is 
the element of self-generated and inex- 
plicable personal fancy.

sible dynamiters, has been proven in the 
case of numerous well-guarded buildings 
in London in the course of the past 
low 
years, and 
more 
especially in 


tho case of a portion of the Par- 
liament buildings, which lor years past 
have been constantly and thoroughly 
guarded and doubly guarded from the 
commencement of the dynamite riots. In 
the case of the Criminal Court building 
the precautions against anything of this 
kind occurring are being dally multiplied. 
Increasing care is being exercised to 
secure

jury In the case from

vent a note being surreptitiously thrown 
to them as they pass from the ctfurt- 
roolu, cross the street and enter the Re- 
vere House to their meals; police, white 
gloved, are stationed at intervals across 
the street, jealously guarding the slight- 
est appearance of an approach to any ol 
the jurors by outside parties.

The following preamble and resolu-

WHEHKAS, A. K Cutting, an American clti 
zen, ts wrongly deprived of hlslibeilyby 
Mexican officials at Paso del Norte, In the 
Republic ot Mexico; and 
\VHanEAB, Tlie Mexican Government re- 
fuses to release Hald Cutting upon tin* de- 
mand of the President of the United States; 
and 
WHEHBAS, The Government of Mexico al- 
loces as a reason for its refusal to comply 
with such demand that said (JuttlnK Is uullty 
of violation of Mexican law upon American 
soil: and 
WHEREAS, The House of Representatives, 
while appreolatleg the disposition shown by 
tlie Government of Mexico to carry out in- 
ternational obligations can never assent to 
the doetrlne that citizens or the United 
States may be proseeutod In a foreign coun- 
try (or acts done wholly upon Ameilcan toil; 
therefore. Be It 
tteiolvea,l. That the House of Representa- 
tives approves of the action of the President 
ol the united States In demanding the release 
ol said Cutting. 
2. That the President of the United States 
be and IB hereby requested to renew the de 
mand lor the release of said A. K. Cutting. 


The 
resolutions were unanimously 


adopted, und will he laid before the Houso 
by Chairman Belmont to-morrow, and 
immediate action requested. 


IT WOTJLD MRAN WAE. 


A member of the foreign affairs com- 


mittee, holding close relations with the 
administration, stated to-night that the 
adoption of 
the Cutting resolutions, 


should they pass the House to-morro«v, 
would imply mu^h more than seemed to 
be generally supposed. In the first place, 
he said, Mexico has been asked to release 
this man Cutting. 
Mexico has refused, 


and has given reasons. 
These reso- 


lutions declare those reasons Insufficient, 
and request the President to renew the 
demunri. Should this renewed demand 
be refused, our Minister will be at once 
withdrawn, and then, In all probability, 
an extra session of Congress woulif have 
to be called.

Death of William IT. Montgomery. 


The announcement of (be death ot Wil 


liam F, Montgomery, which occurred a 
6 o'clock this morning at the home place, 
four miles north of Deoatur, will occa- 
sion some surprise to his many friends in 
the oity. It was not generally known 
that he was in bad health. He baa been 
afflicted with general debility tor some 
weeks, and be passed away at the home 
as stated, in the 74th year ot bis age, leav- 
ing a widow and seven children. The 
deceased came to this county from Ohio 
in 1837, and devoted his life to tanning 
pursuits, and his career as a pioneer far- 
mer was a success. He was the owner ol 
1500 acres of fine land and considerable 
stock and other property. He was one 
of the best known farmers in the county, 
and his life having been one of honesty 
and fair dealing, he had hosts of friends. 


Mr. Montgomery was born in the state 


of Virginia m 1812, and was therefore 74 
years ot age. In early life he was em- 
ployed m a mill, end on May 26,1836, at 
Springfield, Ohio, he married Amelia Su- 
ver, who survives him. Their children 
are Mrs. J. B. Hays, Mrs. Mary Hanks, 
Miss Emily Montgomery, Samuel B, J, 
F. and F. H. Montgomery and Mrs, La- 
fayette Guliok, all of whom are living, 
The golden wedding of the deceased was 
celebrated flt the home place, May 26tli, 
of the present year, when all of his chil- 
dren and his 19 grand-children were 
present, with over 150 guests. 


The funeral will take place Thursday 


afternoon from the family residence, Eev. 
J, W. Tyler officiating. Burial at Boil- 
ing Springs cemetery.
